Sad Scenes and Laughable Incidents—Some 


of the Queer Blunders That Are Made 
Daily—The letters That Never Come—A

It ts a fact worthy ot mention that among 


She 80,000 persons who daily visdtthepostofflce 
not a single professional thief, pickpocket or 
swindler is ever allowed to enter the corri- 
dors. The watchmen know them all by sight 
and most of them by name, and the entrances 
ire guarded with a care that saves many an 
lonest dollar from finding its way into di» 
icnest palms. 


The postoffice Is the largest and most pop- 


ular dab house in this country. Here every 
day business appointments are made, engage- 
ments are fixed, calls from out of town viat- 
ors are received, goods are bargained for, 
tocka are bought and sold, real estate is 
raded in, letters are written, papers are 
•ead, telegrams are sent and messages are 
ironght back. Every phase of life shown in 
;his big town Is here presented daily. It is 
.he people's club house, and yet in spite of 
the jumble of interests, the crushing of 
crowds and the diversity of errands, there Is 
no more orderly spot in Now York, nor is 
;hero a more interesting place to observe 
what metropolitan life really Is.

was Senator Stewart's addres*. He spoke j 
at length, at great length in fact, and as 
the half hdnrs vanished the millionaires 
became less interested, and, finally, one by 
one they slipped out.

There was no doubt, he continued, that 


colonies would ba willing to Uke up this 
irrigated land and proceed to cultivate it. 
The matter cf primary importance was to 
make surveys and to obtain estimates. 
After this had been done and the various 
qualities of land segregated, he thought 
it would be a good idea to permit the State 
to have the pasture land, which would be 
good for uo other purpose. "I believe, 
he coiitinaed, "that California is capable 
of supporting a population of 40,000,000 ol 
people. 
All the valley and foothill land in 


the Stale oau be irrigated. The fact is 
that at present 95 to 98 per cent, of all the 
water flowing in onr streams goes to waste. 
There never was a country so bountifully 
supplied with water and good land as this 
State. Yon have your little squabbles 
about the use of water, but I have no 
doubt that these will be stopped before 
ong. In Colorado they huvo precisely the 
same troubles as you have here, but the 
jegiBltittre, by IDB passage cf an esceed- 
ogly simple law, has put an end to them 
aU. The owners of land on the banks ol a 
Btroam ou desiring to take water for irri- 
gation purposes ara compelled first to 
prove up on their possessions, then to 
jommenca » friendly suit to establish how 
much Witer belongs to them.

was who bad finally'vanquished the bnge 
foreata. He then proceeded to speak ol 
irrigation in Egypt. Ho described an 
immense dyke with gatea, and masonry of 
the most approved description wbiob 
recent excavations had brought to light in 
the land of the Pbaroabs; ii was an gooc 
as anything now in existence and a rnarw 
of clever engineering. In India thousands 
of conduits are found down in the bed-rook, 
whoae construction exhibits remarkable 
engineering knowledge. He spoke also of 
conduits found in South America. 


W. H. Mills asked Senator Stewart what 


conclusion he had come to regarding the 
effects of irrigation on a populace. 
Dis- 


cussing the doctrine of umpires founded in 
arid regions, whose practice it had been to 
irrigate to a vast extent, he a»kad whether 
or not irrigation is deleterious to the health, 
whether it does not eventually destroy the 
soil by the continual deposition of minerals 
therein, whether the depletion of the soil 
and tb« bad sauitary condition of an ir- 
rigated country had not actually led to tho 
downfall of great empires. 


inHIOATION HEALTHY. 


In reply Senator Stewart cited the case 


of Ceylon, vrhera irrigation had gone on 
more or lesa for 1500 years. It had been 
the chief aim of the rulers to improve the 
oannls and conduits, and on their record 
in this direction tboir fame chiefly rests. 
The population of the country hud finally 
reached the tremendous total of twenty 
millions', but by the declrnction of the 
canals it had boen reduced to two and a 
half millions. In British India and in 
Egypt' irrigation is the usage of the country, 
and it has been for years. More than two- 
thirds of the agriculture of to-day is earned 
on by irrigation. 
With proper drainage it 


is as likely to be as conducive to health as 
rainfall. It cunses the growth of vegeta- 
tion, which in its turn destroys malaria. 
Bainfall bleaches out soil. The mineral 
deposits by streams assist materially in 
maintaining the fertility of soil by deposit- 
ing therein a mineral sediment. There is 
no land of Nevada can be made to grow 
anything if water is once put on it. Vege- 
tation spring* up like magic. 
In conclusion Senator Stewart said: 


"When people once begin to understand 
what can be done with irrifiation we, in 
this end of the country, will beat tho world. 
[ will venture to say now that the water 
aws of Colorado ora the finest in the 
world. There they hivs an intelligent 
populace, imd just as eooa as a fair system 
perfectly suited .to their conditions was 
required they dratted luws which have met 
the case, and which. I may say, give the 
most general satisfaction."

whom such matters are referred and he 
looks after the iuteiests of all concerned. 
The question of appropriation has been re- 
duced down to an economical basis. The 
main desideratum is to see that there is no 
waste, that each farmer has as much as he 
requires and uo more. 
_ 
"The Supreme Court of this State, 


continued Senator Stewart, "got into a fog 
on the appropriation question. 
It disre 


garded the common law of the country en- 
tirely. There is no necessity to go away 
from home for laws applying to this sub- 
ject. 
Every man diverting water and 


using it is acting according to common law, 
he is making law, in fact. Three-fourths of 
the law in existence now has been made 
since we were born. .The actual fact is 
that civil and common law are the same. 
Some one has to decide between man and 
man. 
In dealing with this irrigation 


question, our Supreme Court went to 
Scotland for its law, and then applied it 
to facts existing on this Coast. To say 
that yon must apply, in a country with a 
email rainfall and no drainage, the laws 
made for a country with a 75-inch rainfall, 
where tboy have to drain the land to get 
rid of the surplus water, is ridiculous, 
lour court has made a mistake, and will 
eventually have to rectify it. 
• "In California there is as much water as 
land, and all you have to do is to save the 
former.

"Now, don't be afraid that California 


is going to get Itft in these irrigation sur- 
veys. I intend making this committee 
travel over moch country and do plenty of 
work. They will be out here, and I want 
you gentlemen, members of this State 
Board of Trade, to give them all the in- 
formation in your power. They will have 
many meetings nnd will be accompanied 
by a stenographer. What behooves yon 
to do is to collect foots about the results of 
rrigation in thiu State; show them and tell 
hem what can be doue. Work m the 
Senate is done to a great extent by means 
of committees, abd I want to say that if 


ou can get six or seven men in the Sen- 
te to realize what can be doue with 
water, the magnitude of this great qnes- 
ion, yon can get much from Congress for 
t. It is a great question. Look at British 
India, an area of only 800,000 square miles, , 
yet it supports 250,000,000 people. 
Pro- 


essor Davidson some years ago was, Bent- 
out to India to report on tbo character of 
he soil there, and on his return te filed a 
document of the greatest value with the 
Secretary of the Interior. 
His most im- 


>ort»nt oonclusion was that the soil in onr 
;roat arid regions is equally'as good as 
bat in British India—equally susceptible 
of producing crops by meaus of properly 
applied irrigation. 


"The great arid region in this country 


must sooner or later be utilized. If it is 
not we will soon be overcrowded, there 
will be a pressure of population. 
Oar 


people ore increosiug in numbers very re- 
narkably, and it is necessary to provide 
some place for the surplus. 


EASTERN IOSOBANCB. 


"The difficulty in the way of securing 


appropriations has baen tho ignorance of 
those in tho East of the necessity of irriga- 
tion in the West. The largest area of land 
in the world on which yon can' raise crops 
without irrigation lies east of -the ninety- 
ninth meridian from the Mississippi Valley 
to the Atlantic ocean. The,bulk of onr 
population is located in this region, and, 
naturally, they are unconscious of differ- 
ent conditions prevnllng elsewhere." 


Speaking then of British India and the 


great famines 
there, 
Senator 
Stewart 


stated that the English had undertaken 
the task of guarding against famines by 
bnildine railroads throughout the country. 
This had. not been so effective as we ex- 
pected. The true plan, an irrigation Bys- 
tem, has lately been inaugurated. 
Some 


two hundred millions have been spent, bat 
the results have been remarkable. 
The 


light charges made for the use of water 
more than pay the interest on the invest- 
ment. Then the revenue of the country 
bas been increased and another famine is 
out of the question. The great work in 
this country has proceeded satisfactorily
